vetch or other grasses or grains and 
hang it up in a dark place heads down, 
it would help out a lot and probably a 
creditable exhibit of many of the pxo- 
ducts of Crawford and Roscommon 
counties may be gotten together at 
small expense. There is no appro- 
priation for gathering such an exhib- 
it. 


Arrangements have been completed 
for the attempt to organize a Farin 
bureau for Roscommon county. The 
organization meeting will be held at 
the Court house in Roscommon Fri- 
day, August 23rd.

A 
small part of the field was left with- 
out lime. Upon the limed portion the 
oats are breast high and very heavy, 
while upon the unlimed portion they 
are about knee high and not heavy. 
This demonstration is worth driving 
miles to see and it will be money in 
any farmr’s pocket who is afflicted 
with acid soil, to go and see it.

POLICIES OF THE 


WAR LABOR BOARL 


RIGHT OF UNIONIZED WORKERS 
TO BARGAIN WITH EMPLOYERS 
1S UPHELD BY IT. 


BETTER CONDITIONS SOUGHT 


Great Storage Lumber Depot Opened 
at Gilmerton, Va.—Conservation of 
Kerosene Is Urged—Allies’ Bombing 
Planes Now Work in Squadrons. 


(From Committee on Public Information.) 
Wrashington.—The war labor pali- 


eles board has made no rulings, it fs 
announced, making it impossible to 
change rates of wages or working 
conditions in industry during the 
standardization of such pay and con- 
ditions for war work. The board does 
Bot seek to place restrictions on labor, 
but is striving to better conditions 
that will make for satisfaction and 
greater efficiency. 

Enunciating its principles the war 
labor policies board {ts committed to 
the right of workers to organize into 
trade unions and to bargain collec- 
tively with their employers; continu- 
ance of existing union standards with 
the right of the workers to obtain bet- 
ter conditions, wages and hours under 
decisions of the national war labor 
board; equal pay for equal work. 
whether performed by men or by wom- 
en; recognition of the basic eight-hour 
day where a law reguires it but settle- 
ment of all questions of hours of work 
with due regard to government neces- 
sities and the welfare of the workers; 
maintenance of the maximum of pro- 
duction; due regard for labor stand- 
ards, wages and other conditions in 
particular localities; the right of all 
workers to a living wage, insuring 
health and reasonable comforts. 

Felix Frankfurter, chairman of the 
war labor policies board, makes this 
further explanation of the resolution 
of the board setting forth its princi- 


ples: “Inasmuch as wage stability was 


recognized as the essential need by 
labor and by the government the pur- 
pose of the resolution was to prevent 
changes in the standards which had 


been created efther through an adjust- 


ment board such as the labor wage ad- 
justment board of the emergency fleet 


corporation, or the arsenal and navy 


yard standards, or the standards which 
govern the cantonment adjustment 


board, but under no circumstances was 
{t intended to prevent the lifting of 
“wage scales to specific instances up to 


the standards.”

The first bombing was done by vol- 
unteer pilots who flew over the Ger- 


man lines and dropped three or four 
bombs, made from artillery shells, on 
concentration camps and cantonments. 
Showers of small steel arrows were 
spilled sometimes on convoys, troop 
trains and bodies of massed men. The 
Germans began day bombing of citles 
In 1915, and the allies bombarded 
Karlsruhe in reprisal Jater in the same 
year. Since then evolution in organ- 
lved bombing developed rapidly and 
the French begun night bombing, but 
this was not undertaken by the Ger- 
mans until August, 1916. 

At the present time large groups, 
Including several squadrons of bomb- 
Ing machines, go over the lines from 
time to time and completely destroy 
their objective, be it a city or a camp, 
ea column of troops or a trench system. 
Unfortunately the allies’ air forces 
have to travel. for many miles over 
hostile territory defended by anti- 
nircraft guns to attack Germa neitiles, 
while the enemy cap attack French 
clties by flying only. a short distance 
beyond the allled Ifes. 

The allies are developing large 
bombing planes which carry sufficient 
fuel for long excursions and armament 
to protect them when they are at- 
tacked by fighting airplanes. Bombing 
squadrons are escorted usually over 
the lines by fast fighting squadrons 
of 18 planes to a squadron, and then 
left to their own devices, for the fight- 
ers seldom carry sufficient fuel to per- 
mit them to accompany the bombers 
on the round trip.

[NOTES FROM THE 
WAR DEPARTHENT 


The need of platinum ae war indus- 
tries and in the sclencegyis explained 
by Dr. Cliarles L. Parsons, chief chem- 
ist. bureau of mines, department of the 
{nterior, in an argument for discontjnu- 
ance of the use of platinum in jewelry. 

“The war cannot be won without 
platinum,” says Doctor Parsons, “and 
it is equally essential in times of peace 
if our country is to excel Germany in 
the development of chemical science 
and industry. With the aid of plati- 
num from one ordinary weddiog ring 
about 100. pounds of nitric acid can be 
made every 24 hours. This 100 pounds 
of nitrile acid converted into high ex: 
plosives will send a number of three- 
foch shells agalust the Gertmans and 
help to bring the boys back home.

Many housewives have learned from 
sad experiences in loss of perishable 
foods that next to the Ice is not the 
coldest place in the home refrigerator. 
To the housewife who has not had this 
experience the food administration 
gives this advice: 

“Many put thelr butter and milk 
right next to the ice heeause they 
think this Is the eoldest place, but, as 
a matter of fact. the coldest place is 
at the bottom of the refrigerator, Hot 
nir rises and air that is not being con- 
stantly purified by circulation around 
the blocks of jee soon is unfit to 
came into’ contact with the foad. 
When the‘ wari air in the refrigera- 
tor rises it carries with it impurities 
and moisture which are’ absorbed from 
the surface of the food and which if 
allowed to remain in the air spoil 
the food. The air which is warmed by 
passing over the food comes jn con- 
tact with the ice, where the moisture 
is condensed upon the surface and the 
impurities are carried off by the melt- 
ing ice. The air is thus dried, cooled 
and purified. The cooled air immedi- 
ately descends to gather up more mois- 
ture and impurities and thus the 
process is repented continually. 

“It is advisable to allow heated food 
to cool off before placing it {n the re- 
frigerator. If put in when warm it 
raises the temperature of the refriger- 
ator higher than it should go and 
melts ice unnecessarily. The trapdoor 
through which the meltage passes out 
at the bottom of the refrigerator 
should be kept in place, because if it 
is broken or lost a constant stream of 
warm air {fs allowed to flow fnto the 
refrigerator.”

We left at one.o’clock, passing thru 
Jackson, Ypsilanti and Ann Arbor, 
arriving in Detroit at 4:15 p. .m 
There we had supper—cake, milk, 
etc., served us by the Red Cross _la- 
dies. Believe me the Red Cross are 
a good organization, and I’ll say it is 
appreciated by the soldiers.. We left 
there 5:00 but not from the new De- 
troit depot. We went thru the tunnel 
under the Detroit river to Windsor, 
Canada; when we got there it was 
raining. Here also we were met by the 
Red Cross and given postal cards, 
already stamped. All we had to do 
‘was to address them. We went 
thru St. Thomas where there were a 
‘Tlot of people to greet us. There 
were a lot of indians and also some 
Canadian soldiers and officers.

DISEASE IS SPREAD BY RAIN 


Investigations by Experiment Station 
Disclose That July Rains Bring 
August Biight. 


By DR. G. H. COONS, Plant Pathofo- 
gist Michigan Agricultural College. 
Fast Lansing, Mich.—vThe late pota- 

to crop in Michigan is in many sections 
the important muney crop. Growers 
who remember the disastrous losses of 
1912 and 1915 when the crop blighted 
badly and rotted tn the field are ask- 
ing themselves “What about the blight 
this yenr?” Indeed, the big question to 
be asked about the Michignao tuber 
crop ig not a question of price, but 
ene of soundness. Will the crop es- 
cape the ravages of this most serious 
of ali plant diseases or will one-fourth 
to one-half of it rot in the ground and 
tn storage? 

The Weather holds the answer to 
this question. Late blight of potatoes 
Is a fungous disease and as such ts 
markedly influenced by the weather 
conditions. The late blight fungus 
thrives and spreads In cool wet weath- 
er. Hot, dry seasons while not so 
favorable for growth of the tubers 
carry freedom from blight. 

Signiflennt as is the relation to 
rainy weather, vet it must not be 
thought that the coming of blight .- 
a chance affair dependent on this 
Plant pathologists 
of the Michigan experiment station 
have found that the relation of late 
blight epidemics to wet weuther Is a 


very definite one aud they have teacn- 
ed haw to predict wher late blight 
threatens the ¢rep.

The question as to whether potatoes 
will blight or not is answered, Watch 
the weather of July. If July ts cold 
and wet Ike it was In 1915, blight is 
threatening. If July ts a month of 
drought with rainfall below the aver 
nge then there will be no blight. 

We recommend spraying every year 
to men who are specializing fa pota- 
toes aud who know that thetr soll ts 
Peapable of producing 1 good erup. For 
the ordinary field white safety comes 
frau: full preparedness it seems that 
our knowledge of weather relations 
lets us foresee the danger and fore 
stall it.

In 1012 and 1914. The distribution of 
blight In those years was found to 
be exactly that of the heavy rainfall 
areas—this might readily he expected, 
but the interesting and important dis- 
covery Was made that the rainfall that 
determined blight was not that of the 
months of August and September In 
which the aetual blighting and rot- 
ting occurred, hut was that of Juhy. 

The explanation of the relationship 
of July weather to the blighting that 
occurred in the latter months is found 
{in the life story of the fungus that 


is responstble for the wholesale dam-, 


age. The fungus causing late blight 
does not Itve over in the sofl, but fs 
carried to the fields {n the tubers, 
Probably every Jot of seed cerries 
more or less of this funrous trouble. 
When the partially blighted seed stock 
{gs planted the fungus grows Into the 
sprouts and first appears as a biight 
of the first leaves. Only a plant here 
aps there in the fields is affected. If 
the disease !s to establish Itself in oth- 
er plants it must have wet conditions: 
From the original sources the blight 
spreads with every rain. If the rains 
are frequent {it gets established 
throughout the feld. If the period ts 
one ef drought then the blight is re- 
stricted to the few plants tmmedlately 
around the blighted sprouts. 

The story of late blight Is thnt of 
many other pliant diseases. The int- 
tial sources of infection nre few, and 
the severity of attack hinges upon the 
weather of the first half of the Season, 
Thig weather determines whether the 
fungus is to get an enrly start or 
not. 

As late potatoes nre genernily pinnt- 
ed In Michizan, July and earty August 
will make up the first half of the grow-

If the grower watches the 
i Weather of this period he has the fn- 
dex which tells him whether blight hag 
minde a sturt or not.

BREAD MADE WITHOUT SUGAR 


Two Proweeses Said to Have Been 
Worked Out by Milling Company 
of Kansae City. 


A method of making bread with 
hetther sugar vor mait has been 
worked out by a milling company of 
Kansag City, according to the Baker’s 
Helper. This process uses gerin mid- 
diings, which are ordinarily sold for 
Iive stock food. Seven pbdunds of 
germ middiings are weighed out for 
use with 100 pounds of flour, placed 
in a vessel and scalded with water. 
After !t has stood fur a short time, 
the residium is strained out, and the 
wafer Js used Jn making vp the 
dough, adding us much water as Is 
necessary. Sponge made in this way 
without the use of sugar er 
shows an increased expansion, with a 
loaf of fine texture and exceptional 
fluvor, a trifle whiter than when 
sugar !s used in baking. The process 
has been perfected In the mililng 
company's laboratory; and is new. be- 
Ing applied commercially. Another 
Process consists in taking 5 per cent 
of the flour to be used in the bread 
batch and let It stand for several 
hours in five times its volume of wa- 
ter, at a uniform temperature of 150 
degrees. This makes eugar unnec- 
essary, but does not dispense with 
the desirability of using malt.

CHINA'S AMBITION TO TAKE 
MORE ACTIVE PART IN WAR 
ABOUT TO BE REALIZED. 


ALLIES LIKELY TO PARTICIPATE 


Further Negotiations, Now in  Pro- 
gress Makes it Posslble Far Oth- 
er Allles to Join in the Loan. 


Washington.—China’s ambition tu 
take a more active part in the Euro 
pean war {is about to be realized 
through the flotation of a large loan 
by American bankers to the Chinese 
government. 

Negotiations for the loan have been 
conducted by the state department, 
which just announced the terms upon 
which the advance sufficient to en- 
able China to be of more specific as. 
sistance in the war against the Cen- 
tral Powers, is to be made. 


Further negotiations, now in prog- 
ress, may make it possible for the 
governments of Great Britain, France 
and Japan and their respective bank- 
ers to participate in the loan. 

The principal step in the negotia- 
tions was taken when a group of 
American bankers were called to 
Washington and asked to become in- 
terested in the matter. 

Those bankers were representatives 
of institutions which had been inter- 
ested in the past in making loans in 
China and which had experience ia 
the Orient and its affairs. An agree- 
ment was reached between the bank- 
ers and the state department in which 
the following rules for the loan were 
agreed to: 

1—The formation of a group of] 
American bankerg to make a loan or 
loans and to consist of representa- 
tives from different parts of the 
country. 

2—An assurance on the part of the | 
bankers that they will co-operate with! 
the government and follow the poii- 
cies outlined by the department of 
state. 

3—Submission of the names of the 
banks who will compose the group 
for approval of the department of 
state. 

4—Submission of the terms and 
conditions .of any loan or loans for 
approval -by the department of state. 

5—Assurances that if the terms and 
conditions of the loan are accomplish: 
ed by the government and by the 
government to which the loan is 
mnade, in order to encourage and faci- 
intercourse between 
American citizens and foreign states 
which is mutually advantageous, the 
government will be willing in every 
way possible to make prompt and 
vigorous representations, and to take 
every possible step to insure the exe. 
cution of equitable contracts made in 
good faith oy its citizens in foreign 
lands. 

The state department announce- 
ment concludes. 

“Beside the warlike conditions that 
confront China on her northern and 
western borders, there is a further in. 
centive to co-operate with all these 
governments because the war has 
created a community of interest be- 
tween them and their citizens and 
those of other governments and has 
broken down barriers which once 
have existed and has made easy in- 
tercourse between them. It is hoped 
that if they project succeeds it wil! 
serve as an agency through which 
this cemmumity of interest and the 
concurrent expansion of our mutual 
interests abroad may be adequately 
and properly expressed.”
